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2. TEXT OF THE NEWS STORY IS AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE. 

A. THE USAF WILL BEGIN USING ITS GIGANTIC TRANSPORT- 
THE C5 GLAAXY —THIS WEEK TO DELIVER F-5E INTERNATIONAL 
FIGHTERS TO THE NATIONS WHICH HAVE PURCHASED THE AIRCRAFT. 

B. THE FIRST DELIVERY FLIGHT IS SCHEDULED TO LAUNCH FROM 
MCCLELLAN AFB, CALIF, ON SAT. AIG 24, AND OFFICIALS 
CLAIM THE HISTORIC FLIGHT WILL SET AT LEAST TWO AIRLIFT 
RECORDS FOR THE C5. 

C. PACKAGING ENGINEERS AT THE SAN ANTONIO AIR LOGISTICS 
CENTER, KELLY AFB, TEXAS, HAVE DESIGNED SPECIAL SHIPPING 
FIXTURES WHICH WILL PERMIT THE C5 TO CARRY EIGHT F5E S 
IN A SINGLE LOAD. PREVIOUS FLIGHTS HAVE ONLY LIFTED FOUR 
AIRCRAFT. 

D. OFFICIALS SAID IT WILL NO DOUBT BE THE MOST VALUABLE 
CARGO EVER CARRIED IN A SINGLE AIRPLANE. AN F5E COSTS 
ABOUT $1.9 MILLION, GIVING THE C5 A PAYLOAD OF $15.2 
MILLION ON SATURDAY'S FLIGHT. BRIG GEN W.H. SPILLERS 
JR., VICE COMMANDER OF CENTER AND A FORMER C5 WING 
COMMANDER, ORIGINATED THE IDEA OF THE NEW "8-PACK" 

CONCEPT. 

E. "IT S AN EXTREMELY COST-EFFECTIVE METHOD OF DELIVERY 
FOR THE F5E'S." GEN SPILLERS SAID. "AND AT THE SAME TIME 
DEMONSTRATES THE CAPABILITY AND EFFICIENCY FO THE C5." 

F. OFFICIALS ESTIMATE C5 DELIVERIES OF THE F5E’S WILL 
RESULT IN $1.5 MILLION SAVINGS DURING FY 75 WHEN THE 
AIRLIFT METHOD IS FULLY IMPLEMENTED. IT IS A THREE- YEAR 
DELIVERY PROGRAM. 

G. CURRENTLY THE AIR FORCE IS USING THE "HIGHFLIGHT" 

METHOD FOR F5E DELIVERIES INTO EUROPE AND THE MIDDLE 
EAST- WITH 16 REFUELING STOPS ENROUTE-AND USING 
OCEAN TRANSPORTS TO DELIVER AIRCRAFT GOING INTO THE 
PACIFIC AREA. 

H. THE AIR FORCE LOGISTICS COMMAND IS COORDINATING 
DELIVERY OF ALL THE AIRCRAFT THROUGH ITS F5E SYSTEM 
MANAGER, THE INTERNATIONAL FIGHTER DIVISION OF THE 
SAN ANTONIO CENTER. 

I. SINCE DELIVERY OF THE NEW FIGHTERS BEGAN IN EARLY 
1974, LOGISTICS PLANNERS HAVE BEEN STUDYING THE 
REASIBILITY OF AIRLIFT AS THE MOST EFFICIENT AND 
COST-EFFECTIVE METHOD OF GETTING THE AIRCRAFT TO THE 
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CUSTOMER. 

J. CAPT G.E. STEVENSON, THE CENTER'S PACKAGING EXPERT, 

ALONG WITH LT W.L. LAMBERT AND LT C.L. CIZAN 
DEVELOPED THE SPECIAL SHIPPING FIXTURE WHICH PERMITS
